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STORM IN THE SOUTH

Fierce Hurricane Along the
Coast of Georgia.

HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE REPORTED

The Storm Was Especinily Severe About
Savannah, nnd Many Vessels
Were Destroyed.

New Ogrueaxs, Sept. 20.—A Times-
Demoecrat special from Atlants says:

A disastrous hurricane swept over
Branswick and along the Georgia coast
this morning. Meager reports have
been received from the storm center,
paying the harricane was most terrific
and that great damage and probable
lose of life resulted. All the wires along
the coast are down, and up to a late
hoor communication has not been re-
gstored to Brunswick, Savannsh or
Charleston. Tha wires are down for a
distance of forty or fifty miles thie gide
tof Brunswick and no information has
been received from that place, except
by a train, which left there while the
storm was raging. The train was de-
layed in Brunswick two hours, the en-
gine being unable to make headway
againet the wind, which was blowiog at
a high velocity.

Wiree, telephone and telegraph, and
parts of bulldings were blown down and
carried away. People were injured by
flying objects, and one lady was killed at
Everett, a station a few miles from
Brunswick. The railroad track was ob-
structed by trees and poles, and the
only train which came through from
Brunewick was preceded by a wrecking
train for a distance of twenty miles,

Mr. Herrin, of the Atlantic Telephone
Company, reached Atlanta tonight from
Bronswick, and states that the city of
Brunswick is badly damaged, and that
three big vessels were sunk in Bruns-
wick. The latter were blown away from
their moorings.

CAN WE RECEIVE THEM.

"super Immigration Laws May Bar Out
Armenlan Refugees.

WasamNgros, Sept. 29.—The atten-
tion of Commission Stamp, of the emi-
grant burean, was today called to the
movement looking to the colonization in
this country of Armenian refogees.
Commissioner Stump eaid BSecretary
Carlisle and himeself had been fully ad-
vised of such a movement, and varions
appeals has been made from Lady Henry
Somerset, Francis Willard and English
and American relief associatlons asking
the co-operation of the government in
furnishing these stricken people an
asylom in the United States; but, while
the sympathies of all good people must
be aroused in their hehalf, of course the
government must enforee the laws as
they exiet. The matter was being in-
vestigated, and if any lawinl means
coula be found, they would be exercised
in behall of the refugees. The law on
the subject, however, strictly prohibits
the landing in this country of all persons
likely to become public charges, and also
‘‘any person whose ticket or paesage
money is paid for with the money of
others, or who is aesisted hy others to
come in."”

Lady Henry Somerset, it is understood
inquired whether bonds would be re-
cefved that these Armenians would not
become public charges. A reply has
been eent that the department cannot
accept bpnde, except under special cir-
cumstances, after thorough investigation
of each individual case, It seems pro-
bable the law puts an iosurmountable
obstacle in the way of reliel 1n the man-
ner proposed.

An English Syndleate's Offer,

New York, Sept. 20.— The Cuban
junta bas received an offer from an Eng-
lish syndicate of a loan of $6,000,000 for
$060,000,000 paysble in twenty yesrs.
President T. Estrado Palma and the
other members of the jonta held a con-
ference as soou as the offer was received.
Palma was asked what action had been
taken,

“"We have taken no decided action as
yet,” he said. “We have received a
number of similar offers from bankers,
who see that we are almost certain to
win, and we have them all under ad-

' visement. We will probably accept the
best terms, the offer of the English syn-
cicate seems to call for a very large in-
terest, but the fact that they may never
get it back must be considered. During
the last year of the Mexican war for in-
dependence Mexican bonds sold for §2.50
on the hondred.”

Sulcide Near Albany.
Arpaxy, Or., Sept. 20.—Mrs. Nathan
Bond, & widow 73 years old, living with

her son, Albert Bond, committed sui-
cide yesterday evening by taking poison.
She went to an oak grove 200 yvards from
the house, taking & rope to hang her-
gelf if the poison failed to act. She was
lying under a gmall leaning oak when
found. A phisl containing water and
some other liguid was on the ground by
her side, and grains of poisoned wheat,
ueed to kill equirrele, were ecattered on
the ground.

The neighbors were aroused by Mrs.
Albert Bond and her dsughter, and
commeneced a search. early in the even-
ing, but did not find the body until 1
o'clock this morning. It was lying as
described, one end of the rope being
around the neck. She evidently in-
tended to put the end over the leaning
tree, step on & bocket that wss near
the tree, with a board on it, fasten the
rope, kick the bucket away, and go
finish the work, if the poison failed to
act. It was not necessary, ad the poison

completed the work. Coroner Wright,
of Harrisburg, held an inquest, and the
verdict of the coroner’s jury was that
death resulted from poison taken with
sunicidal intent.

Attacked the Trodha.

Havaxa, Sept, 20.— Pinar del Rio
official advices say that on the 25th and
26th instant rebel groups sttacked the
western trocha along the entire line,
firing upon almost every government
fort between Mariel and Majala. A Ha-
vana train carrying troops to relnforee
Artemisn was fired upon by insurgents
at a point between Los Canas and Al
quizar. A sergeant and ten privates
were wounded. General Beral started
this morning from Pinar del Rio to re-
sume command in the field =nd begin
active operations.

STORM-SWEPT STATES

Hurricane Raged From the
Gulf to the Lakes.

GREAT LOSS OF LIFE REPORTED

Fifty Persons Killed Iln Florida—Mill-
fon Dollar Loss In Savanaah—
A Gale In Pennsylvania,

’

MempH1s, Sept. 30.—A Commercial-
Appeal special from Jacksonville, Fla.,
BAYE:

It is a conservative eslimate to say
that fifty people have loat their lives
from vesterday’s huarricane, and the
vumber may ron moch higher. Newe
from that portion of the state where the
gstorm first struck is very slow in coming
in, for the wires are down and railroads
impassable. Wrecking parties which
went oot this morning have not re-
turned, and it will be tomorrow hefore
the full extent of the -lamage is known.

The hurrieane struck Florida at Cedar
Kevs, and passed in its path of destroe-
tion over twenty towus and villages, and
reports show that between thirty and
forty people have certainly been killed.

Cedar Keys is abont 100 mles soath-
west of Jacksonville. The hurricane,
which had been churning the waters of
the Gulf, first struck that place, s vil-
lage of 1500 inhabitants. The only re-
port which has come concerning Cedar
Keys is that the town has been swept
away, and many lives have been lost.
This report comes from Gainesville,
which is fifty miles away. Nobody haus
been able to get any reliable news from
Kevs.

In Vairginia.

Ricaysonn, Va., Sept. 30.—The city of
Staunton, in the Shenandoah valley, wae
vigited by a terrible flood today. Many
lives were lost, and great damage was
done to property. The great storm yes-
terday cansed the lake to riee and flood
the city. All the water conrses in the
valley became ragiog torrents, and swept
over their banks, carrying destruction
in their pathe. The water in the lower
perition of the city rose so rapidly that
many were engulfed. Others barely es-
caped with their lives, leaving their
property to the merey of the water.

In Maryiand.

Bavtidore, Sept. 30 —A severe harri-
cane struck this city at midnight.
Houses were nnroofed, wires prostrated
and windows smashed. The high wind
forced the water in the harbor into the
streets. Almost the entire northern
water front is submerged. Seversl
echooners tied ap at Pratt-street wharf,
broke from their moorings and are rest-
ing in the middle of Pratt street. The
lower floors of warehouses are flooded.

The Storm In Georgla.

Savaxxan, Ga,, Sept. 30.—The harri-
eane which swept over Bavannah yes-
terday afternoon cost nearly a dozen
lives and entailed a loes of nearly $1,000-
000. Each report that is received is
worge than those that came before. It
was thought only one death was cansed
by the storm, but the number has
reached 11 reported dead.

HISTOEY OF THE STORM.

Wasniveroxn, Sept. 30.—The weather
buresu gives this official history of the
storm :

“The storm which passed over Wash-
ington last night was reported Septem-
ber 26th as a fropiecal cyclone, moving
northwest froon the Carribean sea, it be-
ing then southeast of Caba. Dauring the
25th, it passed northwestward into the
southeastern part of the Gnlf of Mexico,
and on the 27th moved northward, west
of Florida. On the morning of the 29th
it wae central over Bouthern Georgia,
and by 8 a, m, of the 20Lh had advanced
to Bounthwestern Virginia. The center
passed over Washington at 11:30 Tues-
day, the lowest barometer reading 20:30.'

WAS A COLD-ELOODED CRIME.

FPartlenlars of the Marder of Tommle
Klidd.

Davrox, 0., Sept. 30.—Thoogh he isa
mere baby,it was a felonions motive that
enraged little 7-vear.old Carroll Me-
Ilbaney to plan and deliberately shoot
and kill his playmate, Tommie Kidd.
Tommie Kidd was sitting in Lis cripple
chair, in which, by means of handle-
wheels, he had managed to move his
little paralytic body about from room to
room. He was just 14 years old, having
for ten vears of that short existence been
an invalid and confined to the house.
He wae bright, intelligent and had an
aptitude for study.

The parents of Tommie, when they
left two weeks ago; decided to leave the
little invalid in the country in care of
Mrg. Mgeollhaney, who is & widow.
Carroll, the child muorderer, has besn
the active terror of this whole commu-
nity ever since he donned his knee-
breeches. Two vears ago he eet fire to
his mather’s barn, Tommie Kidd, in
defending himself from one of Carroll’s
practical jokes, elapped Carroll. This
was the provocation for the murder.

Last Satarday John Homan returned
a borrowed double-barrelled shotgun to
the Mellhaney house. The gun was pat
in the front parlor. The barrels were
empty. Carroll bunted and fonnd the
gun, loaded both barrels, came down,
considerately drew his baby sister from
the range of his aim, aimed at Tommie's
head and deliberately shot and killed
himy instantly, Then he put the gun
back into its accustomed place. The
body of the dead boy had fallen gver.in
the chair. He set him erect, and, tak-
ing his little sister, went to spend the
rest of the morning with the neighbors.

The boy muarderer is not legally re-
gepongible, although he has confessed.
He will never oceupy a criminal cell for
the muorder he has committed. Heiz a
year too young for that.

TWO ROBBERS BAGGED

One Instantly killed and An-
other Badly Wounded.

THIRD ESCAPED WITH THE LOOT |

First Bank of Joseph, Wallows
County, Oregon, Kalded and Two
. Thousand Dollars Taken.

La Graxpe, Or., Oct. 1.—AL 2:20 this
afternoon the First Bank of Joseph, in
Wallows county, was robbed of about
$2000 by three men, one of whom is
dead, another is badly wounded, and the
third is being pursned by a posse of
citizens,

At the time of the hold-np, the-e were
four customers in the bank. Cashier
Miller is in La Grande attending the fair
and J. D. McCully was scting in his
place. ‘In waiting on his castomers,
McOully had oceasion to go into the
vault., When he came back and looked
up, he was confronted with a shoignn in
the hands of one of the robbers, and was
told to throw up hishands, The custom-
ers had already complied with this re-
quest, and McCally did likewise.

One of the robbers leaped over the
railing and opened the private door,
throngh which the men in the bank
were made to pase, and then they were
lined up against the wall. One robbur
took a position at the ontside door and
compeiled all passers-by to hait and
throw up their hands. In the mean-
time the third robber had gone into the
vauit. He took all of the carrency and
coin, even to nickele, and placed them
in & sack that he carried, Coming out,
be put everything into the sack that he
conld find on the counter. He then de-
mandec from MeCully the keys to the
private boxes, and ransacked them.

By this time the report that the bank
wss being robbed had reached the citi-
zens, several of whom armed themselves
and awaited the appearance of the rob-
bers.

As the robbers made their exit from
the bank, Alex Donnelly, 8 man of 25
years old, opened fire, killing one of the
robbers instantly,and wonnding another,
hitting the latter twice. The third rob-
ber, who had the sack contsining the
coin, succeeded in reaching and mount-
ing his horge, after dropping his guan.
He then made off over the hills toward
Prairie creek, afterward turning toward
Cornucopia.

Killed In a Collislon.

Pirrssvra, Oct. 1.—Two freight trains
collided last night at Phileon, on the
Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 124 miles
east of Pittaburg, making one of the
worst wrecks in the history of the road.
One man is dead, two probably [atally
injured, and several others missing.

The grade at Philson is over 100 feet
to the mile. The fast freight east-bound
was scheduled to meet the west-bound
freight at Philson. The iatter train
waited on the main track for the east-
bound train. On the down grade the
crew of the latter lost control of the
train. It was goingal a high rate of
speed when it struck the other train,
every car being thrown to a common
center in the collision and ground to
atoms. The engines were smashed to
ecap iron. Debris is piled as high as
telegraph poles.
